NATURE OF 
INCIDENT: 


On August 1, 2008, at approximately 1613 hours, Deputies Tony Forlano and [EE 
cr: working 20B3, which is a Specialized Summer Enforcement Team. While 
driving east on Union Pacific Avenue in their marked black and white patrol car, they 
saw a 1995 Honda Accord directly in front of them, the vehicle did not have a rear 
license plate. The deputies initiated a traffic stop in order to issue the driver (later 
identified as suspect a citation for the vehicle code violation. The Honda 
turned north onto La Puerta Street and began to slow down. When the vehicle 
reached [J La Puerta Street, both the driver and the passenger (Villalobos) jumped 
out of the vehicle and proceeded to run from it. The vehicle continued north on La 
Puerta Street and collided into a Ford Escort which was parked in front of 
Both vehicles sustained minor damage. 


Suspect Villalobos ran east through the driveway at i Deputy 

followed Suspect Villalobos to the entrance of the driveway and stopped after 
losing sight of him. Suspectl ran west down the driveway at La Puerta 
Street. Deputy Forlano followed him to the carport at the rear of the location, while 
Deputy followed behind him. While he was standing approximately thirty feet 
east ofa stretched out along the rear fence line, Deputy Forlano saw Suspect 
step from behind the [EE Suspect li was holding a black 
handgun (NFD) and pointed it at Deputy Forlano. Deputy Forlano fearing for his life, 
fired five rounds from his duty weapon, missing the suspect. Suspect EI then 
proceeded to scale the fence and run west out of sight. 
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Deputy Forlano put out emergent radio traffic and a containment was set up. A 
Sheriff's K-9 unit responded and assisted in locating the suspects. They were arrested 
a short time later. ii Villalobos was found sitting on the porch -EN

A search for Sse Por met with negative results. The Honda 
Accord driven by Suspect was reported stolen on July 31, 2008, out of 
Industry Sheriff's Station. No Deputies or suspects were injured in this incident.

INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Tony Forlano, Employee #{ was interviewed by Sergeants Jack 
Ramirez and Irma Chevalier of Internal Affairs Bureau on September 16, 2008, at 
about 1056 hours. The following is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Forlano said he and his partner Deputy [were working 20B3 PM's. He 
said he was the driver and his partner was the book man. He said while they were 
driving east on Union Pacific Avenue, they saw a tan Honda with paper plates from a 
Ford dealership, violation of 5200 C.V.C. The vehicle was driving east on Union 
Pacific Avenue from Prado Street directly in front of them. Deputy Forlano said they 
also noticed the Honda was driving on the wrong side of the road, violation of 21650 
CV.C. 


He said the Honda turned north onto La Puerta Street without signaling, violation of 
22108 C.V.C. Deputy Forlano said they decided to stop the vehicle for the indicated 
vehicle code violations. He said he proceeded to put on his overhead red light in order 
to conduct a traffic stop and cite the driver for the indicated violations. He said there 
was a male Hispanic driver (later identified as Suspect [J and a male Hispanic 
passenger (later identified as Suspect Villalobos). 


Deputy Forlano said they saw both of the male Hispanics turn and look back at them 
several times as their vehicle began to approach [if La Puerta Street. He said 
suddenly both occupants simultaneously opened the front doors of the Honda. He 
-aia AR cie the drivers side door and Villalobos exited the passenger door. 
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Deputy Forlano said Subject ran west down the driveway of La Puerta 
Avenue. He said he followed Subject down the driveway, never closing 
distance, with the intention of setting up a containment. Deputy Forlano said within a 
few seconds he had reached the back yard. Deputy Forlano said he saw Subject 
HE standing on a tall table which was partially hidden by a gray plastic tarp. He 
said Subject ws crouched down. He said Subject suddenly began 
to raise a black semi automatic handgun in his direction. He said the Subject was 
holding the gun in his right hand. Deputy Forlano said fearing for his life, he fired one 
round from his Beretta. He said he fired an additional four rounds as he moved to his 
right. Deputy Forlano said it appeared as if Subject [fell over the west side of 
the fence. He said he put out emergent radio traffic and set up a containment. Deputy 
Forlano said he was approximately twenty-five feet from Subject [when he 
fired his weapon. He said his backdrop consisted of trees and brush. 


Deputy Forlano said a Sheriff's K-9 unit located Subject I He said during a 
field show-up, he positively identified Subject [EJ as the driver of the Honda and 
the person who had pointed a firearm at him.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


was interviewed by East Los Angeles Station Detective Hernandez

on August 1, 2008, at about 2310 hours. Subject denied driving the stolen 
Honda and being in possession of a handgun. Subject told Detective 
Hernandez he took a bus from Pasadena to and arrived at 1200 


P.M. Subject [EEE said he never left the house until he came out of the rear door 
where deputies were present. When Detective Hernandez advised Subject 

that Deputy Forlano had identified him (EB as driving the stolen Honda and 
being in possession of a handgun, he only replied by saying that Detective Hernandez 
will have to prove his case in court. The interview was concluded. 


Michael Villalobos, was interviewed on August 3, 2008, at about 1015 hours by 
Detective Hernandez. Suspect Villalobos said he took the wrong bus from El Monte 
and ended up on Indiana Street. He said Subject] pulled up in the Honda 
and asked him if he needed a ride. Suspect Villalobos entered the car and deputies 
pulled up behind them about five minutes later. He told Detective Hernandez Subject 
mm aA to accelerate away from the deputies when he (Villalobos) asked 
Subject to drop him off. Suspect Villalobos was not sure what streets they 


were on because he was unfamiliar with the area. 
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Suspect Villalobos told Detective Hernandez Subject turned up a street 
(La Puerta Street) where both he and Subject jumped out of the vehicle. 
Suspect Villalobos said he ran from the car and admitted to changing his shirt and 
shoes to change his appearance. Suspect Villalobos admitted that his D 


did not live at iE The interview was concluded.

INVOLVED DEPUTY WITNESSES: 


Deputy EE Employee 4B was interviewed September 16, 2008, at 


about 1017 hours, by Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Irma Chevalier of Internal Affairs 
Bureau. Deputy said he and his Partner Deputy Forlano were going to conduct 
a traffic stop on a Honda for vehicle code violations which included driving on the 
wrong side of the rode. Deputy said he was the book man and Deputy Forlano 
was driving their marked black and white unit. 


Deputy [said he saw the Passenger (later identified as Suspect Villalobos) exit 
the Honda on the passenger side of the vehicle. He said Suspect Villalobos then ran 
east down the driveway of land over the fence of the location, 
then south onto the property of Deputy I said he 
instinctively took a step or two in the direction of Suspect Villalobos. He said he then 
realized that Deputy Forlano was entering the driveway at =a La Puerta Street. He 
said he immediately went in the same direction as Deputy Forlano. He said he was 
approximately twenty feet behind Deputy Forlano. Deputy said the incident was 
evolving too quickly and he was unable to put out any radio traffic. He said he never 
lost sight of Deputy Forlano during this incident. 


Deputy [I said he ran through the driveway at [La Puerta Street, where he 
saw Deputy Forlano in the backyard. He said he saw Deputy Forlano fire one round 
from his duty weapon, then he saw Deputy Forlano move to his right. He said he 
heard an additional three to four more rounds being fired. He said he was behind 
Deputy Forlano during the shooting, so there was no cross fire. He said Deputy 
Forlano put out emergent radio traffic after the shooting. Deputy said he 
identified Villalobos during a field show-up as being the same person who fled from the 
passenger side of the Honda. The interview was concluded.
